Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 

WO 01/03687 A2. 

WO 01/03687 A2 discloses a pharmaceutical composition that is formulated to 
deliver a dose of phytoestrogen such as lignan, isoflavone, or flavone compounds (see 
abstract). Suitable lignan compounds include enterolactone (see page 9, lines 36-38

and page 10, line 1). The delivery system is a pharmaceutically acceptable food 
additive or food supplement (see page 12, lines 13-14). The pharmaceutical 
composition comprising a combination of at least one phytosterol compound and at 
least one phytoestrogen compound, the composition can contain pharmaceutically 
acceptable solvents, adjuvants, or carrier (see page 12, lines 21-25). 

Consequently, the reference anticipates the claimed invention defined in claims 1 
and 3-5.
